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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  this  Report  is  more  comprehensive  than  has  recently 
"been  customary,  for  it  includes  Mortality  and  Morbidity  sta¬ 
tistics  for  the  past  five  years  together  with  particulars  of 
Public  Health  improvements  which  have  been  effected  during 
that  period.  As  it  is,  however,  but  one  of  fifteen  Reports 
which  I  am  submitting  to  as  many  Authorities  its  size  and  scope 
are  necessarily  more  curtailed  than  would  be  the  case  were  I 
merely  acting  for  a  single  District.

With  the  exception  of  a  Steam  Laundry  and  Gas 
Works  in  the  town  of  Uppingham,  which  are  so  classified  by 
reason  of  their  employing  mechanical  power,  there  are  no  fac^ 
tories  in  the  District  and  no  workshops  save  those  which  are 


common  to  all  Rural  Districts. 

The  little  market  town  of  Uppingham  is  noted  for  its  great

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II.  GENERAL  PROVISION  OE  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Hospitals  provided  or  subsidized  by  the  Local  Authority 
or  County  Council: - 

( 1 )  Tuberculosis : - 

No  hospitals  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  Two 
beds  are  reserved  at  the  Northamptonshire  Sanatorium,  Creaton, 
for  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.

Treloar's  Home  at  Alton > or  to  the  Manfield  Orthopoedic  Hospital, 
Northampton . 

Cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  children  are  sent  to 
the  Church  Army  Sanatorium,  Fleet.  Certain  cases  of  Surgical 
Tuberculosis  are  sent  to  the  Stamford  Infirmary.

there  are  thirteen  “beds,  and  the  Stamford  Infirmary  deal  with 
most  of  the  general  hospital  cases  in  the  District. 

Ambulance  Facilities : - 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases:-  A  horse  ambulance  is  kept  at 
Stamford  Infirmary. 

(b)  For  Uon-infec tious  Cases  and  Accident:-  Motor  Ambu¬ 
lances  are  kept  at  Stamford  and  Oakham. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres : - 

Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at  Ketton.  V.D.  Centre  at  Ketton. 
In  both  the  Officer  visits  many  patients  in  cheir  own  homes. 

The  Rutland  Education  Committee  provide  a  Dental  Van  and 
a  full-time  qualified  Dentist  for  the  treatment  of  school 
children. 

X-ray  treatment  for  Ringworm  is  undertaken  by  Dr.  Beaumont 
of  Uppingham  on  behalf  of  the  Rutland  Education  Committee. 
Ophthalmic  clinics  for  the  treatment  are  held  at  Uppingham. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority: - 

The  District  is  combined  with  fourteen  others  for  the  re¬ 
tention  of  a  whole -time  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  is  joined 
with  the  Gretton  Rural  District  in  Northamptonshire  for  the 
provision  of  a  whole -time  Sanitary  Surveyor  and  Inspector. 

Half  the  salary  of  each  of  these  officials  is  contributed  by 
an  Exchequer  Grant. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home: - 

(a)  General : -  The  Uppingham  and  Barrowden  Nursing  Assoc ia 
tions  employing  respectively  two  nurses  and  one  nurse  are  both 
subsidized  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Rutland  Benefit  Nursing  Association  undertakes  nursing 
and  maternity,  as  apart  from  midwifery,  in  the  following  vil¬ 
lages  in  the  District 
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Professional  Pursing  in  the  Horne  (Continued)  :  - 


Belton,  Bisbrooke,  Glaston,  Porth  Luffenham  and  Wing. 

The  Rutland  County  Council  provides  a  full-time  Health 
Visitor  who  treats  minor  ailments  of  children  under  school  age. 

The  Rutland  Education  Committee  provides  a  whole- time 
Purse  who  treats  minor  ailments  in  children  of  school  age  under 
the  supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  also  visits 
cases  of  (B)  Infectious  Disease  among  school  children. 

Midwives  : - 

There  are  three  Midwives  practising  in  the  District,  two 
Being  attached  to  the  Uppingham  Pursing  Association  and  one  to 
the  Parrowden  Pursing  Association. 

Chemical  Work:- 

Samples  of  water  are  analysed  By  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  Six  samples  were  submitted,  in  1925. 

Legislation  in  Porce:-: - 

Po  Acts  have  Been  adopted.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
sections  of  the  various  Adoptive  Acts  which  confer  additional 
powers  on  the  Council  without  creating  obligations  should  all 
Be  adopted.. 

Pew  Building  Bye  Laws  for  the  contributary  place  of  Up¬ 
pingham  having  Been  approved  By  the  Ministry,  received  the 
final  sanction  of  the  Rural  District  Council  last  July. 


III.  SAPITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  0?  THU  DISTRICT. 

Water : - 

There  is  a  good  Public  Supply  for  the  town  of  Uppingham. 
The  remainder  of  the  District  derives  its  supply  from  wells 
most  of  which  are  shallow. 

Rivers  and  Streams :- 

I  subjoin  a  synopsis  of  the  Sanitary  Conditions  obtaining 
in  all  save  the  smallest  and  most  scattered  parishes,  from 
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which  it  will  he  observed  that  a  great  deal  of  work  must  sooner 
or  letter  be  faced  with  a  view  to  rectifying  river  -poilut  ion  * 

I  have  for  many  years  consistently  advised  that  in  all 
instances  where  villages  are  built  on  hills  or  on  rising  ground 
wherever  indeed  there  is  sufficient  fall  to  the  river  or  brook, 
every  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  purification  of  the  sew¬ 
age  by  irrigation  on  the  land.  As  all  the  villages  in  the 
Uppingham  District  are  very  small  and.  many  of  them  fulfil 
this  condition  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  there  should  be  no 
difficulty  or  considerable  expenditure  involved  in  protecting 
the  brooks  from  most  of  that  pollution  which  at  present  is 
taking  place. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage : - 

The  town  of  Uppingham  is  well  drained  by  gravitation  to 
a  sewage  farm.  The  nature  of  the  sewers  in  the  various  vil¬ 
lages  is  shown  in  the  subjoined  synopsis. 

Closet  Accommodation: - 

This  also  is  shown  for  each  village  in  the  synopsis.  In 
the  town  of  Uppingham  water  carriage  is  employed  in  almost 
every  instance.  The  water  should,  however,  be  laid  on  to  a 
number  of  hand -flushed  closets. 

Scavenging: - 

The  town  of  Uppingham  is  efficiently  scavenged.  Ayston 
is,  however,  the  only  village  possessing  a  system  of  scaveng¬ 
ing.

Sewerage :  - 

Some  260  yards  of  6"  sewer  has  been  constructed  at  Cal¬ 
decott  in  lieu  of  open  jointed  agricultural  pipes. 

Offensive  Trades : - 

A  knacker’s  near  South  Luffenham,  though  far  removed  from 
inhabited  houses, is  kept  most  unsatisfactorily.  Unless  a 
marked  improvement  is  reported  by  the  Inspector  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  license  should  not  be  renewed. 

Schools :  - 

With  regard  to  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  I  would 
direct  attention  to  the  lack  of  adequate  playground  accommo¬ 
dation  at  Uppingham. 


IV.  K  0  U  S  I  IT  G. 


On  the  whole  the  housing  conditions  do  not  appear  to  ma¬ 
terially  deviate  from  what  I  conceive  to  be  the  average  for  an 
agricultural  Rural  District.  With  a  decreasing  population 
there  are  not  many  cases,  certainly  not  many  accentuated  cases, 
of  overcrowding  save  in  the  town  of  Uppingham. 

Every  working-class  dwelling  in  the  District  has  been 
inspected  and  when  necessary  re -inspec bed ,  some  of  them  repeat¬ 
edly  since  1918,  and  particulars  of  all  are  recorded  in  the 
Housing  Register. 

In  1921  ten  parlour  type  of  houses  were  erected  by  the 
Council  at  Uppingham  and  six  non-parlour  type  at  Caldecott.  In 
that  year  private  enterprise  yielded  two  bungalows  at  South 
Luffenham.  There  were  no  houses  built  in  1922  and  1923. 

In  1924  six  houses  were  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  only 
four  were  built  in  1925,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the 
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Council  increased  the  subsidy  from  £75  to  £100.  The  Council 
is  accordingly  considering  the  building  of  nouses  in  Barrowden, 
Morcott ,  Seaton  and  Horth  Luffenham,  and  the  surveyor  is  pre¬ 
paring  schemes  for  the  provision  of  four  cottages  in  each  of 
these  villages. 

The  question  of  converting  what  was  formerly  the  Uppingham 
Workhouse  into  fourteen  houses  which  is  at  present  engaging 
attention  is  in  my  opinion  a  very  undesirable  solution  of  the 
shortage  difficulties  in  Uppingham.  It  would  be  far  better  to 
build  than  to  have  recourse  to  such  a  scheme. 

Throughout  the  District  the  more  pressing  need  is  re¬ 
conditioning  rather  than  building,  as  is  indeed  the  case  in 
most  Rural  Districts  for  which  I  am  Health  Officer.  Both  are 
admittedly  needed,  but  I  can  imagine  no  more  useful  purpose 
for  a  subsidy,  whether  from  the  State  or  the  Local  Authority 
or  both,  than  effective  re -condit ioning  of  many  of  the  existing 
dwellings  in  which  the  rural  population  is  housed. 

An  effective  improvement  scheme  is  mucn  to  be  desired  at 
the  South  East  end  of  the  town  of  Uppingham  where  there  are  a 
number  of  houses  falling  definitely  below  a  reasonable  stand¬ 
ard  of  fitness.

Six  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination.  Five  were  reported  on  as  "Good"  and 
one  as  "Fair".  These  terms  are  based  on  the  number  of  bacteriu 
present  in  a  cubic  centimetre  of  milk  and  on  the  presence  or 
otherwise  of  colon  bacilli  which  latter  indicate  contamination 
with  manure.  These  bacteriological  examinations  constitute 
the  most  crucial  test  for  the  precise  degree  of  cleanliness 
exercised  in  the  production  and  distribution  of  milk.  I  ad¬ 
vise  that  samples  be  taken  from  all  dairy-farms  in  the  District 
and  I  am  of  opinion  too  that  Rutland  would  do  well  to  emulate 
the  example  of  Leicestershire  in  encouraging  systematic  re¬ 
course  to  these  tests.  In  that  county  prizes  are  offered  each 
year  to  dairy  farmers  and  also  to  milkers.  Some  oi  the  milk 
supplied  in  Uppingham  reaches  or  approaches  Grade  A  standard 
though  not  sold  as  such.  It  is,  however,  the  dirty  milk  that 
we  wish  to  deal  with  and  simple  filtration  tests  such  as  are 
used  in  the  City  of  Leicester  are  neither  costly  nor  inconven¬ 
ient.  I  advocate  their  systematic  employment. 

Ho  Veterinary  Inspector  has  yet  been  appointed  in  this 
District . 

(b)  Meat. 

Eighty-four  inspections  were  made  of  15  Slaughter  Houses, 
i.e.  three  more  than  were  in  the  District  in  1920.  Tnere  is 
no  difficulty  in  inspecting  at  time  of  slaughter  and  the  prem¬ 
ises  are  on  the  whole  cleanly  and  well  kept.  There  is  no 
public  abattoir. 

(c)  Other  Roods. 

There  are  19  Bakehouses  in  the  District..  They  are  well 
maintained  and  regularly  limewashed. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  AMD  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  a  very  mild  type  were  no¬ 
tified  in  South  Luffenham.  There  were  doubtless  several  other 
cases  of  a  still  milder  type  among  school  children  the  ailment 
being  but  transitory.  One  of  the  cases  which  occurred  In  a 
farmhouse  was  on  account  of  the  milk  supply  sent  to  the  Isola¬ 
tion  Hospital.  The  others  were  treated  at  home  it  being  in 
my  opinion  seldom  necessary,  and  often  inadvisable,  to  send 
cases  of  this  disease  to  hospital.  The  school  was  closed 
during  most  of  the  month  of  June. 

Ten  cases  of  Diphtheria  came  under  observation,  one  being 
at  Uppingham  and  the  remainder  in  Morcott.  The  Morcott  cases, 
eight  of  which  occurred  in  February,  were  infected  in  school 
by  a  missed  case  the  patient  having  been  at  home  with  a  "sore 
throat'-1  for  only  a  few  days  and  the  remaining  children  being 
possibly  predisposed  through  the  emptying  of  a  cesspit  near  the 
school.  All  were  treated  at  home,  antitoxin  being  administer¬ 
ed  with  great  promptitude.  The  cases  were  in  seven  houses, 
most  of  them  with  several  children.  In  only  one  instance, 
however,  was  a  further  case  reported.  That  was  on  the  13th 
April.  I  ascribe  the  successful  control  of  this  little  out¬ 
break  to  the  assiduity  of  Dr.  Hutton  who  sought  out  the  cases 
and  administered  antitoxin  on  the  day  of  onset.  The  school 
was  closed  for  a  few  weeks. 

Six  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified.  There  is  in  my 
opinion  nothing  whatever  to  be  gained  oy  the  compulsory  noti¬ 
fication  of  this  disease  and  I  hope  the  order  for  it  will  be 
withdrawn .

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Both  the  fatal  cases  had  been  duly  notified  and  I  do  not 
think  there  are  any  cases  in  the  District  with  which  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer  is  not  acquainted  or  in  intimate  touch. 

During  the  past  five  years  there  have  been  15  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs  (Consumption)  and  3  from  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis,  and  at  the  close  of  1925  only  8  cases  of  the 
former  and  3  of  the  latter  were  remaining  on  my  Register.  The 
death -rate  from  Consumption  for  the  past  five  years  is  at  the 
rate  of  0.47  per  1,000  per  annum,  a  remarkably  low  figure. 

The  whole  question  of  control  of  Tuberculosis  is  dealt 
with  comprehensively  year  by  year  in  the  reports  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.
